Jap Scientist ' Welsh Disaster Toll 


Says Vitamin KReaches 14lDeaths 


Blocks Cancer 


By ALTON BLAKESLEE 


TOKYO iAP> - Big doses of 
vitamin A can halt or prevent 
development of lunR cancer in 
animaia, a scientist 
reported 
today. 


He has found a way of induc- 
ing lung cancer — the same 
kind that humans get — in ham- 
sters. But when he also feeds 
them vitamin A, very few come 
down with lung tumors. 


His findings, he stressed, are 
by no means an invitation for 
cigarette smokers or people liv- 
ing in air-polluted areas to start 
gulping down vitamin A. or loti 
of carrots which are rich in the 
vitamin. Too much vitam A can 
be harmful to humans. 


Dr. Umberto SaffiotU. Italian- 
bom pathologist now at tha Chi- 
cago Medical School, described 
his research at opening scientif- 
ic sessions of the Ninth Interna- 
tional Cancer Congress. He am- 
plied them in an interview. 


He turned up evidence that 
duet particlet In the air, or in- 
cigarette f i M » . can be the 
"carriers** to take cancer-caus- 
ing chemicals into the lungs. 


Using hamstart, he prepared 
inert dust particles to which 
were attached crystals of a po- 
tent canc«r-caut^ benxpyrene. 
Benzpyrene ia found in smoke 
or 
exhausts 
from 
industrial 
plants, automobiles, coal fiip> 
naces. and also in cigarette 
kmoke.

Basically the problem of getting Upper Peninsula 
< counties moving in the creation of mental health de- 
pailments was that the public officials responsible for 
action didn’t understand either the problem nor the 
solutions now available. No one should be blamed mu^h 
for this; thei*e has been a new diagnosis of the probI«>m 
and it is not yet publicly familiar, and there is an evolv- 
' ing new type of government mental health service at 
the local level. 


Dr. Mary Ci*etens, director of the Delta-Menom- 
inee Public Health Department, is reporting to the 
Delta supei*visors that an informed view of mental 
health problem by the medical profession shows these 
facts: 


1. Twelve per cent of the American public needs 
psychiatric aid. 


2. Three per cent of the population are mentally 
retarded, but only 8 to 4 per cent of this 8 per cent are 
iso seriously retarded that they need to be institutional- 
iized. 


3. One half of the patients seen in the general 
practice of medicine have conditions with some elements 
' of psychosis. 


4. Thirty per cent of general hospital patients need 
psychiatric aid.

EAST LANSING (AP> — The 
farmer whose only crop is a 300- 
acre lawn is part of Michigan’s 
growing agricultural indu^iiT* 


Last year, abbut 150 Michigan 
farmers grew about 20.000 acres 
of jiOecinl lawn, rolled it up ici 
2-by-4i^-roct *-trlDS, and sold it 
for about $26 million. 


In 1950. the state bad only 
three scd growers, with about 
800 acres. In 1960, it stifl had 
only abotit 15 growers, with 
p.bout 5,000 acres, said James 
Beard, a Michigan State Univcr- 
s:tv crop scientist. 


The total sod mdustry in Mich- 
ig.m. Including shipp'n!: and lay- [ 
ing. now does about $73 milli’cn 
a i’cor business — and it sfll is 
rxpanding. Beard added. The 
state is the nation’s largest sod 
producer. 


Tae reason, he said, is thiit 
“Michigan is uniquely suited in 
climate and in sodfl for sod pro­ 
duction.” 


Scd grows beat in muck—or­ 
ganic scdl—and about one acre 
in eight in Michigan In muck. 
Beard said. 


A muck field will produce a 
crop within 12 months, while 
heavier soil wouki take uo to 
twice as long, he said. And, he 
added and grown in muck is 
lighter, meaning it is easier to 
handle and more can be shipped 
at once time. 


Michigan sod producers ship 
routinely to customers ki Pitts­ 
burgh. Toledo. O evdind a n d 
Upstate New York, he said. 


While Michigan has a relative­ 
ly short growing season—meas­ 
ured from spring front to aut­ 
umn frost — is has a long grow­ 
ing period as far as sod is con­ 
cerned, Beard said. S t a t e s 
farther south, he ex^dained, have 
long, hot summer period 
in 
which grass lies dormant anc^ 
doesn't grow. 


He said if there is a drought, 
grais recovers afterwards, un­ 
like » m e oither crops such as 
corn — in wliich a lack of mois- 
tune retards development of the 
earf. 


Scienti.sts are working to im­ 
prove the sod industry’s poten­ 
tial by devekiping faster-grow- 
ing grass and by overcoming a 


heating problem, which ruins 
sod that is shipped over long 
distances. 


Most sod shipments now are 
handled overnight since h j^ 
daytime temperatures could cut 
the life cf sod stacked on a truck 
down to just a few hours, Beard 
said. 


If sod could be kept cool 12 to 
16 hours, he added, Michigan 
farmers ccHild ehip it to New 
York City, where it commands 
a price of 75 cents a yard, com­ 
pared to the 30 cents farmers 
receive for sod in Michigan. 


Many cf Michigan’s sod grow­ 
ers, Beard saki, are men who 
changed over frcm iprowing mint 
and N^etables. 


‘ It’s big business — not one 
you slip in and out of easil.v.” 
he said. “You need specialized 
equipment far seeding, mowing, 
harvesting and handling.** 


Another problem is market­ 
ing, Beard explained. “It’s not 
like wheat, where you have a 
welt developed m arket system." 


Wa>iie and Macomb counties 
are the leading sod producers, 
each with mere than 3,000 acres. 
Shiawassee, Sanilac, Li\ing«ton. 
Ingham, Jackson, Oakland and 
Lapeer coimties have more than 
1,000 acres each. 


And the crcp’s $26 moUioo to­ 
tal value ti) the farmers ranks 
h among Michigan’s top crops, 
Beard said. 


Tne highest value crop is 
C?om. worth about $107 milUon 
to the growers. But sod is ahead 
of such crops as apples ($24 
million), soiybeana ($24 millioo) 
and cherries ($14 mdlUon), he 
said. 


"It’s a pretty exciting crop,** 
sacd Beard. “It’s not one you 
can cat — but it brings a tot of 
income.’*
